.mong the men famous as the build- 
ers of the Mormon Church. Born ot 
poor parents on the Isle of Man, he 
ose to be the dominant power in. the 
Mormon Church, a member of Con- 
:ress, a millionaire, and a mining and 
railroad magnate. At his death he was 
first counselor of the Mormon Church 
and next in line for the Presidency. 
(eorge Q. Cannon was born on the 
Isle of Man Jan. 11, 1827. When he 
was 12 years old his parents were con- 
verted to.the Mormon faith, and they 
came to the United States, settling at 
Nauvoo, 111. 
In 1847 he crossed the 


plains with the other Mormons and 
took up his ab.ode in Salt Lake City. 
With the death of Brigham Young 
Cannon's star rose. He was made one 
of the executors of the Brigham Young, 
estate. In 1886 prosecutions for polyg- 
amy were being carried on with vigor, 
and the principal church leaders were 
In hiding. 
Cannon was then second 


in authority in the Mormon Church, 
and his arrest was desired as an ob- 
ject lesson. 
A reward of ?500 was 


offered for his capture. He was caught 
on Feb. 13, 1886, at Winnemucca, Ne- 
vada. 
He escaped, 
was 
recaptured, 


and admitted to ?25,000 bail, which he 
jumped. 
Two years later 
he sur- 


rendered, pleaded guilty, and was sen- 
tenced to pay a fine of ?250 and to 
spend 100 days in the penitentiary. 
The sentence WES carried out. 
Mr. 


Cannon's surviving wives are Clara V.. 
the favorite; Martha T., Sarah Jane 
J., and Eliza L. They all have homes 
in. the pretty village of Cannonville, 
a suburb of Salt Lake City, populated 
entirely by George Q. Cannon's fami- 
ly. His best known sou is ex-Senator 
Frank J. Cannon.
